* Muley. Zidan, as I have ſaid before, was 
a Black, Son to the Sultaneſs, and Heir pre- 
ſumptive to the Empire of Aſorocco; not that 
he was the eldeſt of the King's Sons, for Au- 
ley Mahomet was born before him; but be- 
cauſe he came firſt into the World after Mu- 
ley Iſmael's Acceſſion to the Throne: A Title 
which did. not ſeem ſo very juſt, nor ſup- 
ported by the Laws of the Empire.

Ihe News being ſpread abroad of the Ta- 
king of Tarudante, of the horrid Maſſacre. 
made there, and of the Liberty Muley Zidan 
gave his Troops to commit all ſorts of Mur- 
ders and Robberies throughout the Country; 
an univerſal * Conſternation ſpread it ſelf 
through all the neighbouring Parts. The 
Arabs fled to the Rocks and Mountains, 
leaving all they had to fave their Lives; and 
tto' the Town of Santa Cruz be diſtant and 
ſtrong enough, the Terror was ſo great, that 
they thought not themſelves ſafe there. The 
Governour was the firſt that fled towards the 
Mountains of Haab, with one hundred Horſe, 
and the Inhabitants taking the Alarm, follow'd 
his Example. Some took into the Deſerts; 
others rang'd at Random, without knowing 
whither they went; ſome follow'd our Chri- 
Than Merchants, who all. made away for the 
Canary Iſlands, with what Renagado's were 
in the Place, aboard ſome Engliſh Ships that 
hapned to be, then. in the Road. We faw 
twelve of thoſe Fugitive Moors at Cadiz, who 
aſſur'd us, that there remain'd nong, in Santa 
EF Cruz, but a blind Few, and an old, Moeriſ 
= Woman. Thoſe who had not fled. ſo far, 
EF recovering by Degrees from their Fright, re- 
turn d to the Town. Muley Zidan having ſent 
to all Parts to proclaim, he would dono harm, 
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and that even the Chriſtian Merchants might; 
with all Freedom, continue their Trade in the 
Kingdoms of Sous and Morocco, and that he 
would exact no more Duties than they paid 
before; theſe Declarations had their Effect. 
The Natives and Strangers were reſtor'd to 
peace. His Army increas'd daily, by reaſon 
of the Liberty he allow'd his Troops. His 
Revenues were conſiderably increas'd by the 
Treaſures he had found, the Taxes he rais'd, 
and the Trade that was carry'd on under his 
Authority, and his Power daily increas'd and 
ftretch'd farther. | | | 

It was not long before the King began to be 
* Jealous of him. It troubled him to hear, 
that Muley Zidan gain'd the Troops of the 
Empire to himſelf; he was ſenſible how pow- 
erful his Son became by the uniting of Mo- 
rocco and Tarudante, where the Trade affords 
the King the greateſt Wealth, and where the 
Subjects are. the moſt-Warlike, and beſt to 
paſs. He reſolv'd to recal him; but ſoon . 
found it was too late. He at firſt ſent him 
ore Expreſs after another, pretending ſeveral i 
important Motives which requir'd him to be - 
rear. his Perſon. Muley Zidan always made ll 
the beſt Excuſes he could, ſtill pretending

* The King being at a Nonplus, all his 
Projects having fail'd him, and deſpairing of 
being able to draw his Son to him, took a 
very extraordinary Reſolution. He ſhut him- 
ſelf up in the Alcaſſava, and was twenty five 
Days, without being ſeen by any Perſon but 
the Sultaneſs; of whom he could not conceive . Wl 
the leaſt Jealouſy, tho' ſhe was Mother to 
Muley Zidan. {+ It muſt be confeſs'd, that - * 
tho' her Son had reign'd, ſhe could not hope 
to have rais'd her Authority to an higher 
Pitch, nor have extended her Power further; 
for having an abfolute Aſcendant over. the 
King, all the Empire ſubmits to her. The 
King had forborn appearing abroad but a very 
few Days, before the Reaſon. of it was given 
out to be a dangerous Fit of the Strangury, 
which had ſeiz d him.

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whio came off with the Loſs of what they bad

During this Storm, Andalows was got out

Humours. As for F. James, when that Prince 
was appeas'd, he at laſt obtain'd leave; as a 
fingular Favour, to take an hundred old and 
decay'd Slaves, inſtead of two hundred he 
had bought, at an exorbitant Price.

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aſleep in our Tents, on a ſudden, there was a 
great Noiſe among our Company. Five Ara- 
bian Robbers were privately ſlipp'd in among 
us; but they were diſcover'd by a Jew, and 
one of our Guards, who cry'd to Arms, and 
oblig'd them to fly into a neighbovring Wood. 
From that time, till Two in the Morning, we 
made ready to be gone. The R. F. Nolaſque 
and I being ready, we ſet out with a Servant, 
who ſaid, He knew the Way very well; but 
he led us ſo much aſtray, that we could not 
fall in with our Company again till the Even» 
ing, aſter having ſpent the whole Day in tra- 
verſing of dreadful Deſerts, with much trou- 
ble to our ſelves, and no leſs uneaſineſs to our 
Friends, who gave us over for loſt.

The Sieur Pillet, after ſeveral Eſſays made, 
deſpairing of Succeſs, return d to us at Sale, 
where having given us an Account of all he 
had done, he told us, as News, That two 
Days after our Departure from Miquenex, be 
Had been Witneſs to an horrid Spettacle. A 
wretched French Slave went to. accuſe two 
Metadores before the Alcaide, who commands 
at the Works; ſo they call the Moors, uho 
for Money are aſſiſting to the Slaves in making 
their Eſcape. - He ſaid, He had ſeen them 
encouraging two French Men and. a Spaniars, 
promiſing to ſecure their Eſcape, and to con- 
vey them among Chriſtians. The Alcaide 
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caus d them to be ſeiz d and brought before 
the King. That Prince, in a Rage, ingmedi- 
ately commanded his Maſcarines, to fire their 


Pieces upon the two e Hetadvres ; but thoſe 


Soldiers being brutal, and ill diſciplin'd, the 
Volley was given ſo diforderly, that one of the 
Balls paſs'd near the King's Leg, and another 
graz'd on his Head; which put him into ſuch 
a Rage, that he kill'd three of them with his 
Cimiter, caus'd ſeven more to be ſtrangled 
upon the Spot, caus'd the reſt of them, being 
about four hundred to be thrown into Goal 
loaded with Irons, and the next Day to be 
brought before him, and each of them to re- 
ceive four hundred Baſtinadoes, with ſuch 
Rigour, that about twenty of them dy'd 
under the Execution. We thought our ſelves 
oblig d to write to that Chriſtian, reproving 
him as he deſerv'd for having been the Occa- 
ſion of the Death of ſo many Per ſons. He 
made a ſcurvy Excuſe, alledging, That what 
he had done was to revenge his Brethren, 
whom the Metadores often Murder by the 
Way, to rob them, inſtead of conducting 
them in their Flight. 
Whilft we were at Sale, Benache took a 
Journey thither. We could not forbear re- 
preſenting to him, the Wrong the King had 
done us. He faid he would ule all his Intereſt 
to.-rocure us better Succeſs; that on his Jour- 


ney he had been met by the Kindred of the 


Moors that are aboard the French Galley, to 
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lollicit him with Tears in their Eyes to uſe 


his Endeavours, that the Opportunity of de- 
livering them might not be loſt. Our Slaves, 
who ſaw themſelves again ſunk in their Miſe. 
ries, at the very Moment which had promis'd 
to put an end to them, writ to us earneſtly, 


preſſing, that we would ſend them a Letter in 


Arabick for the King, offering three hundred 


Pieces of Eight, and a Moor for every French 


Man, which they were reſolv'd themſelves to 
reſent to him. Their Inſtances were ſo preſ- 
ing, that we promis'd them ſuch a Letter, 
in caſe our Negociations did not ſucceed. - 
Whilſt we are ſtill at Sale, I cannot forbeat 
relating what hapen'd in our Sight, on the 
21ſt of September, 1708. which ſufficiently

In the Year 1685. * he beſieg d Tarudante, 
which one of his Nephews had poſſeſs'd him- 
ſelf of.

Id even when the King had not ſo many Slaves; 
is but when the Number increasd to five 


re or ſix thouſand, he was oblig'd to provide 
all larger Priſons. At firſt they were ſhut up in a 

Bath, or vaulted Dungeon, 3 by Pil- 
te, lars, with Separations, which had no other 
Light than what came in at little Holes at the 
Top of the Vault, barr'd with Iron, and 
through the midſt of them was a Stream of 
running Water to ſupply their Wants. The 
King caus'd them to be remov'd, and put 
into a great ſquare Court, enclos'd with high 
Walls, where they began to build Barracks, 
vhen he again took them from thence, to 
place them where they now are, in the midſt 
of the City, in the Place call'd Canos or Rithe. 
There every one has his little Cell, built by 
himſelf, and all their Moveables are a Mat on 
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* Their Priſons. 
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the Ground, which is their Bed. They reſign 
them to one another as they die, or recover 
their Liberty; and that is the main Article in 
their laſt Will. 

* Every Nation has its particular Quarter 


there, and its Chief, who is call'd Mayordomo, 
or Steward, being plac'd over the reſt. He 
has under him a Clerk, and a fort of Council, 


or Court, having Power to puniſh Malefactors,

are alſo ſometimes oblig'd to puniſh. with 


Death, for fear leſt they ſhould all periſh 


through the Fault of one, if the King came to 


bear of the Crime committed.

＋ After what I have ſaid here, it is need- 
leſs to ſpeak of the Puniſhments the Captives 
of Morocco are liable to, ſince the ſmalleſt 
Faults are ſo cruelly chaſtiz d. It may ſuffice 


= to fay, it is frequent enough to ſee ſome im- 


ald, ſome burnt alive, and others hung up 
by the Heels over the Lime Kilns. - The King 


often cauſes them to be ſtrangled, and ſome- 
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times loaded Carts to paſs over their Bodies. 
He has been ſeen by way of Paſtime to make 
four of the ſtrongeſt Blacks take a Captive, 
and toſs him up into the Air, ſo as he may fall 
with his Head foremoſt, and ſo repeat it till 
he dies, either by having his Neck broke, or 
his Brains beat out. His brutal Cruelty has 
prevail'd ſo far as to cauſe the Privities of 
ſme to be-ty'd with a Packthread, and vio- 
ently torn off. Eſprit d Andre of Frontignac, 
e Munderwent this Torment. A Slave having 
100 ſtolen a Piece of Leather, which the Moors
